ics and business revulsions, by parties 
who do not reflect that these disorders 
are inherent in all civilized society, and 
are violent just in proportion to the 
general enterprise and industry of tho 
communities where they occur.

ocean or the storms which purify the 
air we breathe, and answer the purpose 
in the moral world which the others 
do in the physical.

There is a tendency in all profitable 


business 
to 
over-production. 
The 


DTcatcr the profit, of course the strong- 
er will be the tendency, and the sooner 
the end will bo reached. The supply 
will out-run the demand, and then 
—if it bo the case with the great man- 
ufacturing interests of iron, cotton and 
woolen—the whole frame-work of so- 
ciety will for a time bo shaken. The 
inevitable shrinkage in prices will cutch 
many who were doing more bii5inc.ss 
than the wants of the community re- 
quired, and the small basis of actual 
capital on which they were operating 
so largely is wiped out like figures on 
a slate. 
In England revulsions seem 


to occur about every ten years, 
Kxpe- 


ricnce shows that the volume of cur- 
rency has no influence on them what- 
ever—either to ha&ten, ictacd, aggra- 
vate or mitigate. | Neither has a panic 
any appreciable influence on tho cur- 
rency, which in England hau tho quali- 
ty so much desired by some ot our 
financial doctors, of being "elastic.'' 
This wns conclusively shown in the 
last severe pnnie there, in I860.

"our financial Bull Hun," is greatly 
mistaken in his premises when he as- 
serts there has been a contraction in 
the currency since the war. Legal ten- 
ders have been reduced in quantity, 
but the void has been more than filled 
by the increase in national bank notes, 
so that the total paper currency of tho 
country is about 1800,000,000. 
The 


loans of the banks now largely exceed 
a thousand millions, being about double 
what they were in '(55. A careful analy- 
sis on an extended scale has shown 
that about 97 per cent in amount of all 
business transactions do not use "mon- 
ey" or currency at all, being done by 
means of checks and drafts, and are 
perfected by simply a transfer of credits 
on bank ledgers. 
Currency is only 


used for small transactions, travelling 
expenses, &e. If sound—as our na- 
tional "-bank circulation should bo—an 
excess would be useless at the best; 
and if not perfectly souud, excess 
means ruin. 
If one reaper on a form 


will do all the work, would a prudent 
farmer keep ten 1 Currency is w much 
a labor-saving machine as n reaper or 
a steam-engine, and competing commu- 
nities must have u needful supply of 
each ; but an excess of either is simply 
invcstinn; capital in the wrong place. 
John Locke—long ago—compared a 
narrow currency to a narrow blanket. 
"Give," he said, "to three boys a 
blanket only big enough for two, and 
you will entail constant discord on their 
bed." 
But an excess is a greater evil. 


To vary the simile, it is like eating to 
much supper. 
As Dr. Franklin's ad- 


vice in the one case (leave the table 
slightly hungry} is undoubtedly sound 
a simifar prescription would probably 
tend to promote the financial health of 
the body politic—let there bo a slight 
pressure felt for currency. It tends to 
repress foolish adventure?, to make 
"short settlements and long friends," 
and to mitigate, perhaps, the evils 
which must happen to individuals in 
the inevitable panics arid revulsions ol 
the 
business world.— Cm:
